Was I neal Man's lirolher At Hamilton 



Concerning the accidental death of 
Adam Kppenatelner, at Hamilton, O., 
last Friday, mention of which was 
made in The Ledger without particu- 
lars, the Hamilton Kveniug Journal 
has this article: 

"At o'clock Friday morning the 
southbound C. H. & D. work train hit 
a man going north on the new river 
bridge with his lunch basket and 
hurled him to the banks of the river 
some distance below.

Ml Reunion In Washlntrton To Talk 
9m Old Times Famons 
I Ml Wat Veteran*. 

Washington, D. C— The eight sur- 
viving members of the famous Kigbtli 
Mattslion of District of Columbia vol- 
unteers, culled by President Lincoln 
"my faithful Germans," held a reunion 
on the fifty-fifth anniversary of Lin- 
coln's Inauguration. 

They nre the survivors of the com- 
pany of volunteer German Immigrants, 
not yet mustered into regular service 
as militia, that made safe und possible 
the Inauguration of President Lincoln. 
Ills "faithful Germane" were chosen 
by Lincoln himself to be his personal 
guard at the time of his Inauguration 
In a community not generally sympa- 
thetic with him. 

Grave and serious animosities tow- 
ard Lincoln were known to exist in 
many iiuarters. Threats of assassina- 
tion were breathed at tho time. His 
entrance Into the city had to be matte 
under cover of secrecy. Together with 
the handful of regular troops under 
General Scott, the Washington liifies. 
as the German volunteers were known, 
were aelerted by Lincoln himself as 
Ml body guard. 

The Eighth Battalion grew out of 
the company known us the Washington 
ItlflcB, or Germnn Jaegers, which had 
been organized the previous January 
The little company of Germans was 
very active in its drilling, for muny ol 
Its members bud received military 
training during their boyhood before 
they left their native country. They 
held themselves ready for service at 
any lime in case of need. 

On Washington's birthday. ML. they 
man bed :I26 strong through the streetc 
with the balance o f the Nationul 
Guard, about MM strong, making up 
the sum 1 1 army of volunteers which 
the capital was preparing for the stir- 
ring events that were to ensue. The 
showing of the German contingent at- 
tracted attention 

Accordingly, on March 4. 1861. one 
(onipany of the battalion was com- 
manded to guard the position where 
the President took the oath of office 
and made the inaugural address. Mem- 
bers of the three companies, com- 
manded by Captain Krnest Ixieffler, 
Captain Joseph Gerhard and Captain 
Wiudislaw Krlzanowski marched be- 
side and liehind the carriage w hen the 
newly inaugurated President drove up 
Pennsylvania avenue on his way to the 
White House Other members on guard 
occupied w indows of the Capitol over- 1 
looking tile ceremonies und also were 
stationed on the roofs of the houses 
along the avenue. 

After IHty rive years have gone, 
theae eight survivors of Mai famous 
battalion are purBuing their own nuiot 
ways In Washington With one or 
two exceptions they continue to the 
present duy to follow the tradea or 
professions in which they were trained 
before the war. The comradeship ol 
the eventful days bring them together 
four times a year, and they toast each 
other and the departed comrades. 

The president of this uuit|ue society 
of survivors is William Reith. He la 
tho only incnilicr alive today of the 
guard which performed guard duty 
over the body of Lincoln following his 
assassination. He assisted in the 
placing of the martyred President in 
his casket, lie had served through 
the war as an artilleer under General 
Daniel Muckner 

The other survivors ure Krnest Rup- 
pert, Henry Koons. John Seller, John 
l-a-rdi, Jacob Knrr, Churles llartman 
and Ixjula Kettler. Kettler. who is 
the youngest of the survivors, Is now 
76 years old. He wulkcd beside Lin- 
coln's carriage on inauguration day 
in 1861. loiter, while guarding the 
Treasury Building, he became a dos* 
friend of Lincoln, who often brought 
sandwiches to the guards. He waa In 
Ford a Theater the night the President 
was shot, and was u member of the 
escort at the funeral.
